‘•a. The Director, GCHQ, is grateful for the suggestion whereby 
the U.K. might proceed beyond the NSA-GCHQ agreed scope of training for 
| ~1 However, as stated in LSIB/2/55 of. 8 January 1955, the U.K. has 

at present no thought of proceeding in this matter beyond the limits of 
UKUSA Appendix P nor even of going to those permissible under paragraph 5 
thereof. The GCHQ training proposals agreed upon by NSA represent the 
maYiitinm that the U.K. is prepared to release at present. 

«b. In view of the NSA correspondence of 1 March 1955, and of the 
foregoing, GCHQ does not consider that further action is needed in this 
matter except that NSA and GCHQ keep each other closely informed of future 
developments .
